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Don’t expect more money for 
snow-clearing: Councillors 


Winter. Suggestions 
for a budget increase 
don't seem likely

Two regional councillors say 
t±iey have questions for city 
staff about the snow-clearing 
efforts in Halifax over the last 
few weeks, but they’re not pre¬ 
pared to ask for an increase to 
the budget just yet. 

HRM’s department of Trans¬ 
portation and Pubhc Works, 
which includes the winter 
works program, will present its 
2015-16 draft budget and busi¬ 
ness plan to cormciTs commit¬ 
tee of the whole Wednesday 
morning. 

The budget for the annual 
snow removal program was 
about $20 million in 2014-15, 
and Corm. Steve Craig — who 
described the initial snow¬ 
clearing efforts in his district 
as “godawful” — said he won’t 
call for an increase in that fig¬ 
ure. 

“1 would be supportive, if 
needed, to examine the pro¬ 
cesses, not necessarily to spend 
extra resources at this point,” 
said Craig on Tuesday. “Tm an 
old process guy and I’m not 
convinced that we’re firing on 
aU cylinders.” 

Coimcillors were besieged 
with complaints about the 
snow removal when two snow 
storms in the first week of the 
month dumped nearly 60 centi¬ 
metres of snow and ice on the 
city. A third storm on Sunday

brought heavy snow and then 
rain, which flooded city streets 
and turned to ice when the 
temperatures fell. 

Some of the city’s external 
contractors were penalized for 
not meeting service standards 
after the first two storms, and 
Craig said that motivated at 
least one contractor to bring in 
extra equipment to tackle the 
sidewalks after Sunday’s storm. 


He said that resulted in a 
“marked improvement,” sug¬ 
gesting the city’s problems 
aren’t financial. 

“Previous to any increase 
in budget or manpower and 
equipment, 1 would be con¬ 
cerned with an evaluation of 
our standards, the expectations, 
how we implement things to 
improve the overall situation as 
best we can,” said Craig.

Lukewarm reception for transit redesign 


Transit critics say at first blush, 
the draft plan for redesigning 
Halifax’s transit network 
missed the mark on one key 
aspect. 

“To really compete with ... 
driving, a transit system needs 
to provide a similar level of 
convenience, and that means 
on the main corridors, high 
frequency for the whole day,” 
Our HRM Alliance spokesman 
Tristan Cleveland said Tuesday. 

Halifax Transit imveiled the 
draft plan Tuesday morning, 
asking city residents to weigh 
in. A press release stated the 
goal of the plan was to “invest 
in the most popular routes,” 
and “offering faster commutes 
during rush hour.” 



The new “corridor” routes 
are set to nm every 15 min¬ 
utes during rush hour, but at 
30-minute intervals the rest of 
the day. 

Cleveland said that’s of no 
use to people who don’t work 
nine-to-five or who might want

to use transit outside rush hour. 

He said it will also affect the 
use of transfers, another key 
element of model transit sys¬ 
tems in other major cities. 

“If you transfer and you 
have to wait a half-hour for the

butt,” he said. 

Investing in high-frequency 
corridors may mean some 
tough choices about reducing 
the service elsewhere, and a 
spokesman for the group It’s 
More Than Buses said the draft 
plan suggests Halifax Tran¬ 
sit hasn’t committed to that 
course. 


“There’s some good stuff 
in there, but there’s ... not the 
land of commitment we’d like 
to see to really strong corridors 
in the really, really key areas,” 
said Sean GiUis. 

GiUis said there are several 
areas of improvement in the 
draft plan, but said it appears 
it’s not a completely new re¬ 
boot of the system, missing the 
opportunity to do something 
“wildly better.” 

“It’s clearly not the bold 
from-scratch review of the net¬ 
work that we were hoping for,” 
he said. 

“How deeply did they sit 
down and thmk of a new ap¬ 
proach?”

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Two accused in murder plot 
make first court appearance 


Crime. Crown lawyer 
says she’s never 
encountered a case 
like this in her career

The man and woman accused 
of plotting a Halifax mall 
shooting sat on a bench separ¬ 
ated by sheriffs, the woman 
with a small smile on her face 
and her chin shghtly in the 
air, the man’s blond hair fall¬ 
ing into his eyes as he stared 
straight ahead. 

Lindsay Souvannarath of 
Geneva, 111., 23, and 20-year- 
old Randall Shepherd of Hah- 
fax appeared briefly in Halifax 
provincial court Tuesday mor¬ 
ning and did not look at one 
another. 

Both were arraigned on 
charges of conspiracy to 
commit murder until their 
next appearance on March 6. 
Crown information submitted 
to the court shows Shepherd 
and Souvannarath also now 
face charges of conspiracy to 
commit arson, illegal posses¬ 
sion of weapons for a purpose 
dangerous to the public and 
making a threat through so¬ 
cial media. 

The RCMP say the accused 
were planning a mass shoot¬ 
ing at the Halifax Shopping 
Centre on Valentine’s Day, 
intending to kill residents and 
then themselves. 

“1 would say (it is) very 
unusual for here. 1 certainly 
haven’t encountered any¬ 
thing like it,” Crown attorney 
Shauna MacDonald of the 
special prosecutions unit told 
reporters outside court. 

The Crown information 
alleges that the offences oc¬ 
curred between Jan. 6 and 
Valentine’s Day, and were car-

ried out with James Gamble, a 
19-year-old man found dead in 
his Timberlea home on Friday. 

A social networking web¬ 
site believed to be linked to 
Gamble features pictures of 
weapons, Nazi symbols and 
images relating to the Colum¬ 
bine High School massacre of 
April 1999. 

Souvannarath came into 
court first and sat wearing a 
white sweater, while Shep¬ 
herd wore a black jacket and 
T-shirt with his shoulder- 
length hair hanging in strands 
across his face. 

A duty counsel lawyer said 
both need time to find a de¬ 
fence lawyer and will not be 
seeking bail. MacDonald said 
their matters will continue in 
provincial court until a trial is 
contemplated. 

MacDonald said she had a 
“veiy hmited” amount of dis¬ 
closure, but more information 
is expected to come from po¬ 
lice over the next few weeks. 

After being asked why the 
case is considered conspiracy, 
MacDonald said it means the 
police allege two people have 
arrived at an agreement. 

“It can be a conversation,” 
MacDonald said. 

Although the possibility 
of a mass shooting in Halifax 
shocked the city and country 
over the weekend, MacDonald 
said the Crown approaches 
every prosecution the same 
way, “recognizing the serious 
nature of the offence.” 

The fact Souvannarath is 
American may have imphca- 
tions for her, MacDonald said, 
adding that she hasn’t heard 
anything about extraditing 
her back to the U.S.

Columbine 
still haunts 

After almost 16 years, the 
slaying of 12 students and 
a teacher at Columbine 
High School in Colorado 
continues to make its way 
into the news, surfacing 
this month when images of 
it were found on a website 
beheved to be linked to 
the deceased suspect in the 
alleged plot to open fire at a 
Halifax shopping mall. 

Christopher Ferguson, 
a behavioural psychologist 
at Stetson University in the 
United States, said there 
are those who worship the 


Columbine shooters — 
students Dylan Klebold and 
Eric Harris — as though 
they are rock stars. The pair 
killed themselves after their 
rampage. 

Columbiners are mem¬ 
bers of an online commun¬ 
ity who share information 
and post content related to 
the notorious massacre. 

But Ferguson cautioned 
that the Columbine mas¬ 
sacre isn’t what motivates 
mass shooters, saying such 
people “got to where they 
were in terms of their men¬ 
tal-health status... through 
things that had nothing to 
do with Columbine.”

Police *truly humbled’ by public support 


After an outpouring of sup¬ 
port for police following 
arrests and charges con¬ 
nected to an alleged foiled 
mass-shooting plot on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day, RCMP and Halifax 
Regional Police want to say 
thanks. 

Last Friday, police arrested 


23-year-old Lindsay Souvan¬ 
narath of Illinois and 20-year- 
old Randall Shepherd of Hali¬ 
fax and charged them with 
conspiracy to commit murder. 

“That this event was 
planned was an eye-opener 
to all and has shocked Hali¬ 
gonians and Nova Scotians 


to their core,” a release from 
RCMP Assistant Commission¬ 
er Brian Brennan and Halifax 
Regional Police Chief Jean- 
Michel Blais said Tuesday. 

“Although we regularly 
plan, train and equip for in¬ 
cidents such as this, it has 
equally shocked us in the poli¬ 


cing community.” 

Police in Halifax say the 
pair were allegedly plotting to 
open fire in the Halifax Shop¬ 
ping Centre on Valentine’s 
Day before killing themselves, 
and they were also planning 
with a 19-year-old Timberlea 
man who was found dead in 


his home Friday. 

Investigators were alert¬ 
ed to the plot due to a tip 
through Crime Stoppers, po¬ 
lice say. 

Since police across the 
province have thousands of 
interactions with the public 
eveiyday, not all positive, the 


release said it means a lot 
when citizens take the time 
to thank police through social 
media, phone calls, cards and 
even by dropping off baked 
goods. 

“We are truly humbled,” 
the release said.

An advocacy group repre¬ 
senting post-secondary 
students in Nova Scotia is 
changing its tune on finan¬ 
cial support for learners. 

A vision paper released 
by Students Nova Scotia on 
Tuesday calls for govern¬ 
ments to focus on needs- 
based grants and reallocate 
funds currently spent on 
tuition and education tax 
credits and the Federal Edu¬ 
cation Savings Grant. 

A release states that 


these programs “dispropor¬ 
tionately support higher- 
income students and their 
families,” to the tune of 
nearly $3 billion a year. 

The group says targeted 


financial assistance will 
make post-secondary edu¬ 
cation more affordable 
without spending any new 
money. 

“Improving targeted fi¬ 


nancial assistance is the 
only way to ensure all quali¬ 
fied Canadians can afford 
to attend post-secondary 
education without elevated 
debt,” states StudentsNS 
president Brandon Hamil¬ 
ton in the release. 

The paper argues that 
better financial assistance 
also provides students a rea¬

N.S. towns not 
meeting finance 
criteria: Report 


Financial viability. 

Three of the province’s 
municipalities may 
face a full review after 
failing to satisfy base 
economic standards 


A new online report shows 
three Nova Scotia municipal¬ 
ities have failed a test that could 
result in an automatic review of 
their financial viability. 

The Municipal Affairs 
Department says the index 
released Tuesday indicates 
Westville, Clark’s Harbour 
and Mulgrave are not meeting 
enough benchmarks to be con¬ 
sidered financially viable. 

Under a grading system 
that ranks performance in 15 
categories including revenue, 
budget deficits and capital 
assets, the towns received red 
warnings in six or more over a 
three-year period. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Mark Furey said he is working 
with municipalities to finalize 
the review process, which was 
recommended in a fiscal report 
released last fall. 

Kentville Mayor Dave 
Corkum said the data in the 
online report is a valuable indi¬ 
cator but he cautioned that a 
lack of red warnings under the 
criteria doesn’t mean towns are 
on a sohd financial footing. 

Corkum said as many as 10 
face significant financial chal¬ 
lenges. 

“1 think this is a calling card

for all of us ... to sit up and take 
notice and maybe improve situ¬ 
ations,” he said. 

Furey agreed, noting that 
Hantsport, which has applied 
for dissolution, would not have 
been subject to an automatic re¬ 
view imder the grading system. 

He said that in the Hantsport 
case, local leaders recognized 
there were long-term trends 
that cast doubt on whether the 
town could remain financially 
viable. 

“Fm not sure that we need 
three years of data,” said Fiuey, 
adding that department of¬ 
ficials would discuss various 
alternatives for faster action as 
part of the review process. 

The online report contains 
three fiscal years of data for aU 
but two of the province’s 54 
municipalities. 

Department ofBcials said 
the town of Parrsboro and the 
Municipahty of Pictou failed to 
get their financial information 
returns for 2014 in on time. 

Although specific reasons 
for the lapses weren’t given, 
Furey said his department is 
working to get the data. 

In the case of Parrsboro, Fur¬ 
ey said his deputy minister had 
been in discussions with town 
oflBcials over the last week.

Officials from St. Mary’s Pol¬ 
ish Parish expect to meet 
with insurance adjusters this 
week — the next in a series 
of steps on the path to re¬ 
building the Whitney Pier 
church. 

Tom Urbaniak, chairman 
of the parish council, said 
that meeting will give them 
a good sense of what funds 
they will have for the rebuild, 
as the bulk of the construc¬ 
tion budget will come from 
the insurance settlement. 

“We hope to have a bet¬ 
ter idea about what the final 
insurance settlement will be, 
and that will be a big part of 


determining what the budget 
of the rebuilding will be,” he 
said. 

“The church was insured 
for replacement value — the 
building and contents — but 
there are some caps for par¬ 
ticular categories, and that’s 
what we’re working on 
understanding and working 
through.” 

Urbaniak said that the Dio¬ 
cese of Antigonish has given 
St. Maiy’s the green light to 
move forward with the con¬ 
struction of a new church. 

“The diocese is on-side.” 
he said. 

“The council of priests was 
very much in favour of the 
rebuilding and subsequent to 
that we met with the bishop 
who was also in favour of re¬ 
building.” 

Urbankiak said they’re 
hoping to begin construction 
of a new church as quickly as 
possible. 

“It’s difficult to say defin¬ 


itively what the start date 
will be, because that depends 
in part on how quickly we 
can complete the process 
with insurance, but certainly 
the hope is that we have the 
first shovel in the ground by 
the summer,” he said. “That 
would be very uplifting for all 
of us.” 

Since the Nov. 29 fire, do¬ 
nations toward the rebuild 
and words of support and 
encouragement for the par¬ 
ish have been received from 
people and churches across 
Canada and other countries. 

“We have been receiving 
wonderful support, beyond 
anything we imagined,” said 
Urbaniak. 

As examples, he noted 
that the Lake Ainslie Presby¬ 
terian Church — which itself 
was destroyed by a fire in 
2011 and rebuilt in 2012 — 
took a collection and sent the 
donations to St. Maiy’s.

Minister cleared of wrongdoing in ferry conflict case 


Nova Scotia’s conflict of inter¬ 
est commissioner has cleared 
a cabinet minister of any 
wrongdoing for not disclos¬ 
ing finding information to 
the media last month about 
the ferry service between Yar¬ 
mouth and Maine. 

Progressive Conservative 


Chris d’Entremont wrote to 
Merlin Nunn, asking him to 
look into comments made by 
Economic Development Min¬ 
ister Michel Samson. 

D’Entremont alleged Sam¬ 
son violated the Conflict of 
Interest Act because he was 
“not truthful or forthright 


to the public” when he told 
reporters on Jan. 15 that the 
government had not given 
ferry operator Nova Star 
Cruises more than $26 mil¬ 
lion in public funds that had 
already been disclosed. 

Under Section 18 of the 
act, ministers are required to 


be “truthful and forthright 
and not deceive or knowingly 
mislead the house of assem¬ 
bly or the public.” Samson 
disclosed on Jan. 18 that he 
had known about $2.5 mil¬ 
lion in additional funding 
since Dec. 23. 

In his five-page ruling. 


Nunn says the implication 
that Samson should have 
revealed to the media that 
the additional money was 
given “really has no merit” 
because it was up to the 
minister to decide when to 
make it public. 

Nunn says the legal re¬ 


quirement for the disclosure 
comes under the Economic 
Development Assistance Act, 
which gives the minister 30 
days. That obligation was met 
with the new release on Jan. 
18 that announced the addi¬ 
tional spending, he says.

Visions of freedom 
keep Fahmy going

Through his darkest days m a 
Cairo prison, the thought of 
returning to Canada was what 
kept Mohamed Fahmy going. 

Now out on bail, but still on 
trial for terror-related charges 
many have called ridiculous, 
the Canadian joumahst con¬ 
tinues to focus on the idea of a 
fresh start. 

“What’s driving me is that 1 
have this vision of finally land¬ 



ing in Canada. Just being a free 
man that will not wony about 
anything,” Fahmy said. 

Fahmy’s day-to-day exist¬ 


ence has improved consider¬ 
ably ever since he was allowed 
to walk out of a local pohce sta¬ 
tion on bail last Friday, but the 
40-year-old emphasized that his 
ordeal continues. 

He lives in what he calls 
a “legal limbo” — he doesn’t 
have any identification, has to 
report to authorities daily and 
will be returning to a Cairo 
courtroom on Monday for the 
resumption of his trii, where 
he will once more enter a cage 
in which prisoners are held. 

“This struggle and this case 
is far from being over,” Fahmy 
said, adding he was extremely 
grateful for the support he has 
received from Canadians.

France tracking many 
possible sleeper cells 


Terror organizations. 

France aims to intercept 
the radicalization 
process and treat jihadi 
material on the Internet 
as a criminal act 


France is tracking hundreds 
of people believed to belong 
to possible sleeper cells for 
terror organizations like al- 
Qaida or the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant (ISlL), the 
countiy’s top security official 
said. 

In an interview with The 
Associated Press, Interior 
Minister Bernard Cazeneuve 
laid out what has become 
an increasingly urgent ques¬ 
tion for European intelli¬ 
gence services: How to trace 
the moment when someone 
transforms from a disgrun¬ 
tled criminal or a disaffected 
citizen into a terrorist, and 
how to block those first steps 
toward radicalization. 

“Four hundred targets 
have been identified by our 
intelligence services that are 
more or less sleeper cells, af¬ 
filiated or in relation with al- 
Qaida-type organizations, that 
can strike hke the Kouachi 


brothers,” Cazeneuve said in 
an interview late Monday. 

Said and Cherif Kouachi 
were French-born brothers 
who killed 12 people in Paris 
on Jan. 7, when they stormed 
the satirical newspaper Char¬ 
lie Hebdo. They were shot 
dead by police in a confronta¬ 
tion two days later. 

Cazeneuve said he wants 
new measures to give intel¬ 
ligence services more leeway 
to monitor suspects’ elec¬ 
tronic communications. He is 
heading to the United States 
on Wednesday to try and per¬ 
suade Internet giants to step 
up and help stem extremists’ 
ability to use propaganda vid¬ 
eos to recruit and indoctrin¬ 
ate new followers. 

Facebook, Twitter, Apple 
and Google — all major vec¬ 
tors for increasingly sophis¬ 
ticated jihadi clips targeting 
potential followers in the 
West — will be among his 
stops in Silicon Valley. 

“Ninety per cent of those 
who commit terrorist acts fall 
into it after regularly consult¬ 
ing websites or blogs that call 
for or provoke terrorism,” 
Cazeneuve said. 

With the news that the 
suspected gunman in the 
deadly Copenhagen attacks 
this weekend may have been

More than a dozen killed in Haiti after float hits power line 



At least 16 people were killed 
early Tuesday in the Haitian 
capital after a man on top of a 
musical group’s Carnival fioat 
was shocked by high-voltage 
wires above the street, setting 
off a panic in which dozens of 
people were trampled, offi¬ 
cials said. 

The accident occurred as 
thousands of people filled the 
streets of downtown Port-au- 
Prince for the raucous annual 
celebration. Video from the 
scene showed sparks cours¬ 
ing from the wire after a 
singer from the Haitian hip- 


hop group Barikad Crew was 
jolted by the overhead power 
line as the fioat passed be¬ 
neath it. The cable appeared 
to have shocked several 
others as well. 

Prime Minister Evans 
Paul said 16 people were 
confirmed dead and 78 were 
injured. His statement con¬ 
flicted with earlier reports 
on the number of casualties. 
Nadia Lochard, a co-ordinator 
for the Department of Civil 
Protection, had said at least 
20 people were killed. 

Paul declared three official 


days of mourning for the im¬ 
poverished Caribbean coun- 
tiy. Haitian officials cancelled 
Tuesday’s third and final day 
of Carnival events and an¬ 
nounced a state funeral and 
vigil on Saturday for the vic¬ 
tims. 

The singer who was hit 
by the power cable, a man 
known by the stage name 
Fantom, was expected to sur¬ 
vive, according to a doctor 
who spoke to radio station 
Zenith-FM. The information 
could not be verified immedi¬ 
ately. 


Dr. Joel Desire, a doctor at 
General Hospital, said most of 
those killed appeared to have 
been trampled to death as the 
crowd surged away from the 
Carnival fioat, one of 16 in 
the downtown parade. 

Witnesses said panic en¬ 
sued when people jumped off 
the fioat to avoid being elec¬ 
trocuted. 

“1 saw the wire falling and 
sparks and 1 started running 
for my life,” said Natacha 
Saint Fleur, a 22-year-old who 
was near the fioat at the time.

Sprout Pharmaceuticals 
said Tuesday it is refiling 
its application for the drug,

reported sleepiness. 

If approved. Sprout’s daily 
pill would be the first drug 
for women who report a lack 
of sexual desire, a market 
that drugmakers have been 
tiying to tap since the block¬ 
buster success of Viagra for 
men in the late 1990s.

the FDA regulatory logjam, n 
groups sponsored by Sprout 
and other drugmakers have 
begun publicizing the lack 
of a “female Viagra” as a 
women’s rights issue.

I have taken about 4,500 photos of my cat in the 
past year. 

I am not a crazy cat lady I mean, I love my 
cats but 1 never took4,500 photos of my previ¬ 
ous pets. Or my kid. (Well, 1 might have taken 
that many of my kid.) 

1 am the owner of Stash the Moustache Cat. 
He was an experiment in going viral that’s 
proven that to be almost famous on the Inter¬ 
net, you just need something really remarkable 
—and a lot of luck. And it helps if it’s a cat. 

Stash was just your average family pet (with 
a distinctive moustache marking on his face) in 
January 2014 when we at Metro decided to see if 
we could make him go viral. 

Cats with moustaches are actually a thing 
online. They’re called Kitlers. This is something 
1 learned over a month of posting his photos on 
Instagram. When the month was done. Stash 
had about 1,000 followers. Not bad, but hardly 
viral.

Stash is a 
real part of some of his followers’ lives, and 
yet he’s never met them. 

2. The online cat community is a bully-free 
zone.

3. When 1 post, 1 pretend that Stash is 
speaking. 1 can’t believe the number of people 
who talk to him like he’s a human. 

4. The quality of the photo matters. Good 
photos always get more likes than mediocre 
ones. 

5. That said, sometimes the mediocre 
photos get more likes, simply because a well- 
connected person shares the photo. 

6. Stash’s formula for success: good photo 
with mildly amusing caption, and the photo 
MUST contain the moustache in some way.

Island hopping. 

A trip that combines 
stops in Dominica 
and Barbados offers 
equal parts adventure 
and relaxation 


When the urge to escape the 
winter grind strikes, and you 
don’t want to just relax on 
the beach, you need to find a 
sun destination that also of¬ 
fers a mild dose of adventure. 
Enter the Caribbean islands 
of Dominica and Barbados, 
each with its own allure. 

Getting dirty in Dominica 

A rugged, hard-to reach, self- 
proclaimed “nature island” 
dropped into the Lesser Antil¬ 
les, Dominica is as far away 
from the all-inclusive Carib¬ 
bean experience as you can 
get. Instead of bands of tran¬ 
quil beaches crawling with 
tourists, it’s covered with 
lush rain forest and enough 
trails to keep you hiking for 
weeks. 

Climb down Wavine 
Cyrique, a vertical trail of tan¬ 
gled mangrove roots and im¬ 
provised rope ladders. 

You’ll quickly learn that 
Dominica always rewards a 
struggle. When you reach the 
bottom, you’ll find yourself 
in a scene straight out of Pir¬ 
ates of the Caribbean with a 
secluded black sand beach, a 
waterfall shooting off the cliff 
into the rough sea and a coco¬ 
nut tree swaying lazily in the 
breeze. 

Dominica is full of small 
astonishments like that. After 
scrambling over muddy rocks 
and wading through rivers for 
an hour, you’ll suddenly find 
yourself faced with a powerful 
waterfall emptying into a basin 




of turquoise water—perfect for 
swimming. Snorkelling, you’U 
not only enjoy watching neon 
fish and sea cucumbers, but 
thanks to the island’s volcanic 
activity, you are surrounded 
by sparkling bubbles that give 
the spot its name: Champagne 
Reef 

At night, you can curl up 
in a comfortably furnished 
yurt at a property called Mer¬ 
maid’s Secret, falling asleep 


to the calls of crickets and 
frogs. 

But sometimes you need 
a “vacation from the vaca¬ 
tion,” as they say. Dominica’s 
isolated natural beauty en¬ 
chants, but after five days of 
exploring, your muscles may 
be tied up in knots and legs 
criss-crossed with scratches. 
Before heading back to snow,

Beach on a budget 
in Barbados 

Barbados is on Dominica’s 
flight path (flights also pass 
through Antigua) and it’s also 
relatively easy on the wallet. 
Its postcard-perfect beaches 
are free and public transpor¬ 
tation is simple to navigate. 
Almost every time you step 
onto the street, a van pulls

up, ready to whisk you away. 

With a little legwork you 
can find perfectly secluded 
beaches in Barbados. Juma’s 
Restaurant, in Speightstown, 
is an easy favourite. Pool-cahn 
waters, an immaculate stretch 
of sand and free use of lormge 
chairs and umbrellas make it 
the island’s best-kept secret. 
For an inexpensive lunch you 
can buy a sandwich for $5. 

On the other side of the 
island, tiy Bottom Bay. With 
its dramatic clifis and foamy 
waters, it’s clear to see why 
it’s popular for fashion shoots. 
There are no restaurants near¬ 
by, so pack a picnic, but you 
can buy a pina colada in a fresh 
coconut on-site. Still, there’s 
a time and place for crowds 
in the Caribbean. On Friday 
nights, tourists and locals alike 
descend on Oistins Fish Fiy, an 
outdoor bazaar of restaurant 
shacks that fix up overflowing 
plates of fish, plantains and 
macaroni for $15. As the night 
goes on, the music turns up, 
more locals join in, and the 
stage becomes a freewheel¬ 
ing dance scene where eveiy- 
body shows off their moves.

That passion was my in¬ 
spiration for this Spanish 
Chorizo Tortilla, which is the 
Spanish version of an Italian 
frittata. 

This recipe is easy enough 


for a weeknight meal to be 
served up with a crisp salad, 
but versatile enough to serve 
for brunch with family and 
friends. 

Look for chorizo sausage 
in the groceiy store where 
other cured sausages are sold. 
You can find mild or hot var¬ 
ieties. 

Don’t have enough eggs? 
Use six eggs and half a cup 
(125 ml) of 10% cream instead 
of the eight called for in the 
recipe. 

To ovenproof a nonstick 
skillet that has a wooden or 
plastic handle, simply wrap it 
in foil before putting it into 
the oven. 

Directions 

1. In a large ovenproof non- 
Stick skillet, heat oil over 
medium-high heat and cook 
potatoes, onion and garlic for 
5 minutes, stirring often. 

2. Add broth, reduce heat to 
medium-low and cover and 
cook for about 10 minutes or 
until potatoes are fork tender. 

3. Uncover and add chorizo 
and parsley and cook, stir¬ 



ring for 2 minutes. 

4. In a large bowl, whisk

Plug-in hybrids have yet to de¬ 
velop an identifiable personal¬ 
ity and/or critical following. To 
most of us, they are little more 
than technical curiosity. 

But they offer something 
neither a regular hybrid nor 
a full EV can dehver: You get 
to decide how much of the EV 
rehgion you want to partake 
of — plug in and turn on if you 
want to; plug out and turn off if 
you’re not feeling it. 

Truth be known, 1 wasn’t 
exactly feeling it during the 
week of our test with the 2015 


Ford Fusion Engergi (top-shelf 
Titanium trim level), because 
frigid Febmaiy temperatures 
robbed about a third of the 
potential 30-kilometre range 
available in the Energi’s lith¬ 
ium ion batteiy pack after a full 
night’s charge. 

And to get that charge, 1 
had to run a veiy long electrical 
cord through the snow from a 
back-of-the-house outlet. To top 
it off, gas was cheap that week. 
Nonetheless, 1 plugged in and 
felt good about it. 

It’s entirely possible to drive 
the Energi normally so it wiU 
deplete its electrical charge be¬ 
fore firing up its gas engine and 
retreating to normal hybrid 
mode. The Energi can go quite 
fast — 137 km/hr — in pure 
electric mode. 

In a regular hybrid, you 
might get two to three kilo¬ 
metres of pure EV mode, so 
the gas engine kicks in before 
you’ve even figured out your 
radio selection. But the Energi 


gives you enough EV range for 
a total EV commute (if it’s not 
too long), and for a real EV ex¬ 
perience, that smooth, silent, 
and (virtually) carbon-free pro¬ 
pulsion which feels bice The 
Future. 

It’s other main party trick 
is that it also gives you eveiy- 



thing the normal Fusion does, 
namely terrific looks, real five- 
passenger seating, and excel¬ 
lent ride dynamics, though 
you do feel the extra weight of 
that bigger batteiy, and overall 
power is not overwhelming.

displays, and then some, to 
keep you abreast of charging, 
depletion, range, regenerative 
braking, etc. There is even a 
coaching function to help lever¬ 
age EV modes. After a bit of 
initial tech shock, you start to 
explore the functions and see 
that it will still be possible to 
be the master of your domain, 
without resorting to screaming 
and/or manual consulting. 

The only downsides appear 
to be cost, which can be par¬ 
tially overcome with provincial 
green car rebates, and a trunk 
dominated by the batteiy pack. 
Taking two other hockey pals 
to our weekly pick-up game 
meant two hockey bags had to 
go in the back seat; the trunk 
only held one.

What does it take to build 
a car that people want to 
buy? 

Along with the mechan¬ 
ical components, automakers 
also look at non-automotive 
things, including how differ¬ 
ent generations react to such 
diverse items as food, phones, 
and health care. 

Ford recently released 
its third annual report on 


trends, which it uses to try to 
understand the needs of dif¬ 
ferent buyers, including the 
emerging Generation Z. 

“It’s really a discussion 
starter and a primer for 
brainstorming,” says Sheryl 
Connelly, Ford’s global trends 
and futuring manager. 

“I’m often asked if you 
can draw a direct line from 
a trend to a new feature, but 


it’s not always that linear. 

“You can use this many 
ways, and it could lead to new 
ideas, but more commonly 
it becomes part of the busi¬ 
ness case of why something 
should be added to a car.”

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ences can change dramatic¬ 
ally in that time. 

“We tiy to imagine the 
future that has yet to be im¬ 
agined by anyone else, and 
that’s where we use tools 
like tracking global trends to 
understand how things could 
change,” Connelly says. 

“I’ll try to identify a trend 
and determine if it has stay¬ 
ing power.” 

It’s especially difficult to 
build and market a car that 
appeals to multiple genera¬ 
tions. Baby boomers saw a 
car as their gateway to adult¬ 
hood, Connelly says, while 
for millennials, cellphones 
give them freedom and ac¬ 
cess. 

In addition to its own 
work. Ford is reaching out 
to external collaborators to 
come up with new apps for 
vehicle infotainment sys¬ 
tems, including a one that 
sends a text to eveiyone in 


the driver’s social circle ask¬ 
ing them not to send any 
messages until they receive 
confirmation that the driver 
is at his or her destination. 

Carmakers don’t just look 
at the market where they’re 
designing and building a car, 
but rather at society world¬ 
wide to see what the future 
may hold. 

They also have to consider 
an aging population: Eveiy 
seven seconds in North Amer¬ 
ica, someone turns 65. 

“You think about how 
reduced response time, im¬ 
paired vision and limited 
range of motion could af¬ 
fect how we engineer the 
vehicles,” Connelly says. 

“But while we might 
have been inspired for these 
by aging drivers, we would 
never market it that way. We 
use universal design so it ap¬ 
peals to all drivers of all ages 
and physical conditions.”

Knowledge gained by Chevrolet in producing its Volt 
and Spark electric vehicles has allowed General Motors 
to make “tremendous strides” in technologies that 
make it easier, and more affordable, for customers to 
buy into the all-electric movement. Enter the Bolt EV 
Concept, an electric compact designed to offer 320 
kilometres of range and starting at about $37,000. It’s 
designed “for attainability, not exclusivity,” said CM 
CEO Mary Barra, who added that electrification “is a 
pillar for future transportation, and needs to be 
affordable for a wider segment of customers.”
